JUST  RELAXIN' 
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IN  RETROSPECT . . . 


On  October  25,  1983,  the  United  States 
invaded  Grenada,  an  action  which  president 
Reagan  described  as  designed  to  "protect 
democracy".  Reagan  also  said  that  he  had 
acted  after  being  urged  to  do  so  by  the 
Governments  of  other  Carribean  Countries. 

The  invasion  took  place  after  a  coup  which 
toppled  the  Government  of  Maurice  Bishop. 
Bishop  and  several  of  his  ministers  were 
killed  in  the  coup. 

World  reaction  to  the  U.S.  action  was 
largely  negative.  The  troops  were  withdrawn 
in  mid-December. 


LEBANON 


Two  hundred  and  forty-one  American 
soldiers  were  killed  in  Beirut,  when  a  TNT 
ladened  truck  crashed  into  the  building 
where  they  were  sleeping.  Minutes  later,  a 
second  truck  crashed  into  the  compound 
housing  French  soldiers,  and  59  were  left 
dead.  The  Islamic  Jihad  claimed  respon- 
sibility for  the  October  23  attacks. 


FLIGHT  007 

Korean  airlines  flight  007  was  shot  down 
by  a  Soviet  plane  when  it  strayed  into  Soviet 
airspace  in  September.  The  plane,  according 
to  the  Soviet  Government,  didn't  respond  to 
repeated  messages  to  identify  itself.  The 
Soviet  government  said  that  the  plane  was 
thought  to  be  on  a  spy  mission. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  passengers 
and  crew  members  died  in  the  incident. 


A.C.  FLIGHT  797 

Twenty-three  of  the  forty-six  passengers  on 
board  Air  Canada  flight  797  were  killed  when 
a  mid  air  fire  filled  the  plane  with  dense 
smoke.  The  plane  made  an  emergency 
landing  in  Cincinnati,  but  when  it  was  all 
over,  half  of  the  passengers  were  dead. 

The  fire,  which  started  in  a  washroom, 
prompted  calls  for  higher  safety  standards  on 
planes. 


IN  MEMORIUM 


In  1983-1984,  we  said  good-bye  to  many 
people.  Actor  David  Niven  died  in  his  home  in 
Switzerland.
